It was not my 
meaning that this tranſlation should be published after it 
was fully finished and throughly performed, But a true 
and ahtapproued friende of mine to his baby llitie, 1egar- 
ding my die and panes beſtowed in the ſaine , andthe 
benefitewhich might ſpringe and yſſue therefro, counſel- 
led meto put it in Printe, perſwading me that the edition 
thereof would be very commodious and ncceſſarie, whoſe 
vordeʒ (vttered of ſpeciall good will and fauour to the fur. 
erance of young beginners in grammaticall exerciſes) J 
thought it wiſedome and modeſhe to obey, folihnes, and 
inſolencie to withſtand, It is welt knowne that there be in 
this Englishe land many ignorant and voſkiltull inſtruc.

not and teache their fchiolers thatwhich theythemſelhes, 
had neede to arne: Fome ſtumble at ſtrawts and leaps 
ouer logges, and that is meere blindnes: Some are drowned 
in doubtes where euere ine is as light ſolñe as a lampe, & 
that is groſſe foolishnes: Some peruert & wreſt awne ma- 
nie things with oblique and crooked interpretations, and 
that is weaknes of wit: Some expounde after their owne 
opinion vud reaſon without fn ther grounde of Authori - 
tie, & that is impudencie or boldnes voide of shame. Some 
folew their owne phantaſies, and torſkkethe iudgements 
of other writers, and that is felt loue and conteinpt:Some 
fill their heerers eares with varietie of diſcourſes vpon a 
letter, a woorde, a lyne or a fentence , and that is curioſi- 
tie without neceſſitie. Theſe are not path wares to treade 
to Virgels Poetrie but rather ſtoppes and impedimentes.
